LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 14.— The Audley 
Farm Stable’s Princess Doreen, which has 
figured prominently in Kentucky racing since 
her return from Saratoga, again showed 
quality when she took the measure of a good 
band of youngsters that started with her in 
the three-quarters handicap, serving as the 
outstanding race on the program. 

In a measure it was Pool’s good riding of 
the filly that won for her. He brought about 
her victory just before reaching the stretch 
turn, where he sent her from an outer po- 
sition to the inner rail and the move saved 
for her a world of ground and gave her 
the lead before the other riders came to a 
realization of the trick Pool had gotten 
away with. In the stretch Princess Doreen, 
under mild urging, held to her task in game 
style and teat Chilhowee. The latter, hard 
ridden, outstayed Battle Creek, which in 
turn just managed to outlast for third place, 
being hard pressed by Glide, which had closed 
an immense gap. 

Had Pool used the same good judgment 
on Heremon in the race preceding the fea- 
ture that racer would have had no difficulty 
landing the purse instead of succumbing 
in the last few strides to Make Up. Here- 
mon was best, but he was away slowly and 
In his eagerness Pool’s old trouble asserted 
itself. He rushed Heremon with all the 
energy he possessed, causing Heremon to 
take the lead in the tirst quarter. Continu- 
ing his hustling tactics he kept Heremon in 
the van and shook off his earliest followers, 
but Make Up challenged with a determined 
rush that had sent him from last place. 
Heremon was unable to withstand the rush 
and was beaten by a neck. Belzoni, coming 
with a rush, disposed of the others for third 
place. 

MILD WEATHER PREVAILS. 

Mild weather contributed in bringring out 
another big attendance this afternoon and 
they again witnessed some excellent sport, 
featured by close finishes. Backers of favor- 
ites had a somewhat disastrous experience 
and sustained losses, but the winners came 
in for good support and with the exception 
of Nulli Secundus, victress in the second 
race, there were no pronounced outsiders to 
score. 

The opener in which maiden two-year-old 
fillies took part found Annie Lyle the win- 
ner in somewhat easy style over Waukulla 
and Nell McChord. The latter was grouped 
with Royal Punile and Markiluna as the 
Audley Farm entry. 

Child’s Play furnished an upset by getting 
home in advance of Great Luck in the third 
race with Plus Ultra leading the others. It 
was always a duel between the first three 
and Great Luck might have reversed the de- 
cision with Child’s Play had Pool made his 
move a bit earlier. 

GLTN IN HARD DRIVE. 

Gallaher Bros.’ Glyn was the victress in 
the sixth, but to win had to be urged hard 
near the end to down John Q. Kelly. The 
latter showed fine speed from the start and 
only gave way in the last sixteenth. Auntie 
May showed a good performance and but for 
losing ground by a wide turn, might have 
won. 

The closing dash found The Leopard the 
winner after he had indulged Runzaf with 
the lead for the greater part of the trip. 
The Leopard wore him down with ease in the 
last eighth. Claymore, coming with a rush 
through the stretch, almost got up to beat 
out Runzaf for second place. 

Mayor T. C. Bradley of Lexington, former 
owner of Wise Counsellor, came over today 
to remain for the remainder of the racing 
here. 

There will be no exclusive picture privilege 
next Saturday at Churchill Downs, despite 
the fabulous sums that some of the more 
well-known picture concerns have offered 
for the exclusive rights to screen the In Me- 
moriam-Zev match and attending incidents. 
All camera men will be allowed to take 
“shots” to their hearts content without cost 
or interference.

Rancocas Champion Gallops Mile 
and a Quarter in Fine Style.

Trainer S. C. Hildreth Confident That the 
Colt Will Trlnmph Over In 
Memoriam Satnrday. 

♦ ■ - 

BALTIMORE. Md., Nov. 14.— Zev, Ameri- 
ca’s grreatest money winner, conqueror of the 
Epsom Derby winner Papyrus in the Inter- 
national race at Belmont Park, was shipped 
today to Churchill Downs, Louisville, to 
meet Carl Wiedemann’s champion of the 
West, In Memoriam, which defeated him in 
the Latonia Championship Stakes, in the 
match race next Saturday, when the three- 
year-old championship of the American turf 
will be decided. 

Trainer S. C. Hildreth again gave the Ran- 
cocas Stable’s star his final preparation for 
his engagement before shipping. Yesterday 
at Pimlico the son of The Finn — ^Miss Kear- 
ney was brought on the track shortly after 
2 o’clock and was sent the full mile and a 
quarter, the distance of the match race, in 
2:13 2-5. 

A large gallery of admirers of the Ran- 
cocas Stable colt remainded at the Hill Top 
track to see him in his workout and were 
greatly impressed by the manner in which 
he galloped the distance. 

The start was made from the upper turn, 
with the two- year-old Bracadale acting as 
pacemaker. However, before the first eighth 
was covered in 12 2-5, L. Fator, astride of 
Zev, was havdng difficulty in keeping him 
back of the youngster. Going to the grand- 
stand the first time the quarter was timed in 
24 3-5, with Zev continually fighting for a 
loose rein. 

The three-eighths was reached in 37, half 
in 49 3-5, five-eighths in 1 :03 3-5. Here Brac- 
adale displayed signs of distress and eased 
up, despite the effort of M. Fator, and Zev 
had to cover the next eighth alone, reach- 
ing the three-quarter in 1 :18 2-5. Rounding 
the turn he was joined by another of the 
Rancocas horses and ran the seven-eighths in 
1 :32 4-5, mile in 1 :45 2-5, mile and an eighth 
in 1 :59 2-5 and the mile and a quarter in 
2:13 2-5. 

Trainer Hildreth was much pleased with 
the to’out and stated before Zev trotted back 
before the grandstand : 

“Despite the general opinion prevailing 
that I would rather have raced In Memoriam 
at one mile and an eighth, the extra eighth 
demanded by Bob Gilmore for the race suits 
me perfectly. I don’t mean to give you the 
impression I have any excuses to offer for 
the defeat suffered in his race against In 
Memoriam, but know he did not run the 
race he is capable of, and Saturday he will 
reverse the decision of that, I'm quite cer- 
tain.” 

After Zev’s trial. Mad Play, a son of Fair 
Play, was given a mile workout in 1 :46 2-5 
and will accompany the three-year-old and 
Stanwix to Louisville. The youngsters will 
carry the Rancocas stable’s silks in the 
Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes to be run on 
the same day their stable companion meas- 
ures strides with In Memoriam.

NEW ENGLISH BETTING TAX

MARLBORO, MdL, Nov. 14. — Autumn 
weather in all its splendor prevailed for the 
second day of the Southern Marj-land Fair 
Association’s meeting. Topcoats were dis- 
carded and the picturesque little plant, sit- 
uated in this historical section of Maryland, 
was packed almost to suffocation. The 
strong appeal that racing has on the people 
w'as plainly evident today. Transportation 
facilities over the Pennsylvania are none too 
good to raise any undue enthusiasm about, 
but it required sixteen coaches to accommo- 
date the crowd. The same experience was 
encountered in "Washington. 

The card which was offered furnished some 
spirited racing throughout the afternoon. 
The day’s sport was marred by a fall which 
occurred in the opening race, which fortu- 
nately brought no injuries to horses or riders. 
P. S. P. Randolph's Dartaway, ridden by 
Smallwood, was crowded back at the faix 
turn. The filly stumbled and went down. 
Holmes, on Fehrah, was unable to guide his 
mount clear and fell over her. The winner 
turned up in R. T. Wilson’s Kirk Dress, an 
outsider in the wagering, in a hard drive 
from Norah and Belle Isle. 

Ina Kay, the eleven-year-old mare, and 
popular choice in the wagering, was an easy 
winner of the second race, which was at six 
and a half furlongs. Feodor raced fnto 
second place, while T. J. Pendergast was 
third. 

Care Free racing for Mrs. A. E. Alexandra 
was returned triumphant in the Zevern Han- 
dicap, which featured the afternoon’s card. 
E. J. Morrow’s Tribune raced to second place, 
while the Hamilton Stable’s Ruddle Kean 
was third. The winner was ridden by jockey 
O’Mahoney and dominated the running from 
the start. The small field, four in number, 
left in good alignment, but Buddie Kean was 
interfered with and dropped back. Care 
Free drew away into an eas>' lead while

BELMONT STAKES OF 1926 



To Be Worth Between $65,000 
and $75,000 — Will Rank 
with Greatest of Classics. 



NEW YORK, N. T., Nov. 14.— The United 
States is to have a permanent racing fixture 
worthy to rank with the greatest classics 
of other countries in the Belmont Stakes, 
which, commencing with the running of the 
prize for 1926, will, thanks to the liberality 
of the Westchester Racing Association, be 
worth between $65,000 and $75,000. The dis- 
tance will be increased from a mile and three- 
eighths to a mile and a half and entries for 
the weanlings of the current year are due to 
close on Wednesday, November 28, at the 
office of the association. No. 66 West Fortieth 
Street. 

The following announcement from the office 
of president August Belmont of the West- 
chester Racing Associaticn was made yes- 
terday prior to the departure of that sports- 
man for a visit to his nursery Stud in Ken- 
tucky. 

“On account of the generous support given 
to'* the Belmont Stakes by both breeders and 
owners, the $50,000 guaranteed value of the 
1923 race was practically covered without 
material cost to the Westchester Racing 
Association. The Association has, therefore, 
decided to add $15,000 to the subscriptions 
of the 1926 race, making the Belmont Stakes 
an added money event for the future. This 
is approximately the sum added to the Ep- 
•som Derby. The distance is increased also 
from one mile and three-eighths to one mile 
and a half, making the race as to value, 
distance and period of the year equivalent 
to the English classic. 

“Based on the response of owners and 
breeders in the past the gross value when 
run in 1926 should be between $65,000 and 
$75,000.” 

In adding $15,000 to the Belmont Stakes 
the Westchester management is putting into 
practice the policy of liberality that has 
been manifest at every turn in the past and 
was to the fore recently when the result of 
the financial returns in connection with the 
International race were given to the public. 

The Belmont Stakes is one of the oldest 
and best three-year-old tests for thorough- 
breds held in the United States. It has been 
a popular fixture ever since its creation 
in 1867 and should make new friends under 
the changed conditions which make it rank 
in value with the Ei>som Derby and Grand 
Prix de Paris.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov 14.— Through a 
change of plans, Zev, now in the role of 
challenger for the crown he lost in the La- 
tonia Championship Stakes to In Memoriam, 
was shipped from Baltimore today and will 
arrive at the Downs tomorrow to take up 
his final training for his match with In 
Memoriam over the mile and a quarter dis- 
tance. 

Considerable eagerness is being manifested 
here in his coming and he will have a largo 
gallery to witness his debarkation and subse- 
quent journey to Churchill Downs, where ha 
and three other stable companions will be 
quartered in one of the recently built palatial 
stables. 

According to advices to Mr. Winn, Mr. Hil- 
dreth will also arrive tomorrow and with 
him will come jockeys Sande and Fator. 

Mr. Hildreth is not taking chances on being 
without a rider in case Sande should become 
incapacitated. Announcement was also made 
by Mr. Hildreth that owner Sinclair, with 
a party of friends, would be on hand and 
requesting that two private boxes be re- 
served for them. 

REQUESTS FOR RESERVATIONS. 

With the near approach of the date set for 
the decision of the match between the out- 
standing three -year-olds requests for reser- 
vations are pouring in on general manager 
Matt J. Winn and demand for box space 
almost parallels that of Derby times. 

The absence of an increased admission 
charge for that day is also 'a source of 
favorable comment. The regular admission 
charge of $2.20 will prevail. 

Despite Zev’s clamorers that the mile and 
and a quarter distance will be greatly to the 
Sinclair representative’s benefit the In Me- 
moriam camp is not perturbed. They only 
smile when the subject of a shorttr distance 
is broached. Trainer Gilmore is frankly out- 
spoken that In Memoriam will show to much 
better advantage at the mile and a quarter 
route than he did in the mile and three- 
quarters Latonia Championship distance, in 
which he triumphed in decisive fashion over 
Zev. Gilmore was eager that the match be 
made at a mile and an eighth and tried to 
persuade owner Wiedemann to race In Me- 
moriam at the original distance designated 
by Mr. Hildreth in the original challenge. 

IN FINE FETTLE. 

“In Memoriam right now is better than 
when he raced in the Latonia Championship 
Stakes,” said Mr. Gilmore, “and I feel con- 
fident that he will take Zev’s measure at 
any distance.” 

In Memoriam was sent a mile and a quar- 
ter this morning under M. Garner’s guidance 
in 2:10. No fast work was intended for him 
and he was under the sharpest kind of re- 
straint for the entire way. Had it been so 
desired In Memoriam could have shaded the 
time five seconds easily. 

Report late this afternoon from Baltimore 
was that Zev before being loaded with hia 
companions in a private car that will con- 
vey him here was worked a mile and a 
quarter over the muddy Pimlico track with 
Mad Play and Bracadale serving as pace- 
makers in 2:13%. This preliminary will 
probably be the last long trial that Zev will 
have before he goes to the post, though 
it is only logical that trainer Hildreth will 
send him short distances to keep him on 
edge. He will probably be given his final 
“work prep” Friday. 

Trainer Roscoe Goose had Wise Counsellor 
and Worthmore, his pair of Kentucky Jockey 
Club Stakes candidates, out Wednesday 
morning, sending both one mile. WLse Coun- 
sellor was paced by Worthmore and easily ' 
made the best showing by going the quarter 
in 23, half in 48, three-quarters in 1:13% and 
mile in 1:41%. The colt was only cantering 
in the final eighth. Worthmore was badly 
outdistanced in the final quarter. His time 
for the mile was 1:43%.

same Zev by piling up $276,663 in his bril- 
liant turf career became the greatest American 
money winner, wresting that high place from 
Man o’ War. 

And it will be impossible to tell cf the 1923 
season without the name of the son of Hie 
Finn and Miss Kearney appearing in almost 
every paragraph. It was this same Zev that 
t.g k the measure of Papyrus in the fir^ Inter- : 
nationzl race ever staged here. When the 
Churchill Downs meeting is over and Zev and 
In Memoriam have met there may be another 
substantial amount to be added to the win- 
nings of both Zev and the Rancocas Stable, but 
no matter what the result (his great colt and 
hb stable will stand at the top for 1923. 

It has been a racing season when princely 
winnings were made, for the money dbtribu 
tion has been the greatest in racing history, 
and when the returns are all in for 1923 it 
will be found that there will be another new- 
record establbhed. In 1922 the total distri- 
bution reached the hi^ mark of $9,098,213. 
It b not known just what the increase will 
amount to, for tho-e are still some important 
races to be decided, .but that ab'undant mark 
will be exceeded by many thousands of dollars. 

All of thb telli eloquenll}’ of the progress 
of the greatest of all sports. It shows why 
the thoroughbred market b s\ 2 ch a strong and 
active one. It means everything to the breed- 
ing interests in thb, for a thoroughbred b 
worth what he b capid>le of winning on the 
race course first and then he still has ius 
value as a stock horse. 

In these days of liberal purses and stakes 
the good horse has b3tt«' chances than ever 
were enjoyed before. The race course b the 
only testing ground for the thoroughbred horse 
and hb success in racing fixes hb value for 
stock purposes. That b the reason for the 
big prizes. Hie big prizes only become pos- 



sible by reason of the patronage, and thus it 
all returns to the beginning that the turf has 
a stronger hold on the ptd>lic than it has ever 
enjoyed before. 

Racing b verily back to where it belongs, 
and just as long os the sport holds tii'ts public 
patronage and (>ublic confidence it wriil continue 
to grow until it becomes a national institution 
of vast importance, not only as a sport but as 
an incentive for the production of the best 
horses in the world. 



There has been an important change made 
in the historic old B^mont St^es for 1926. 
The nominations to thb old main feature of the 
Westchester Racing AssociMion are to close 
for now-weanKngs on November 28, and the 
changes are that instead of bring a $50,000 
guaranteed race it becomes one of $15,000 
added vahie. Another change is that mstead 
cf being over the mile and three-eigthhs route 
it becomes a full mile and a half. Thb change 
makes the okl stake race more closely resemble 
the Epsom Derby than ever before. The db- 
tance b the same and the value b approxi- 
mately the same. 

Wh.le the Belmont Stakes was a guaranteed 
stake race the generous response of the horse- 
men has made it indeed a cheap offering for 
the association, for the nominaitors were prac- 
tically racing for their own money. Hib 
changing of the stake to an added money fea- 
ture should make its 1926 value ran from 
$65,000 to $75,000. Hie change will be a 
weteome one to breeders and owners, and it b 
one on which the Westchester Racing Associa- 
tion b to be congratulated. 

It would be well if there were no guaranteed 
stakes, as b the rule in both Kentucky and 
Maryland. The added money need not even 
approach the ^ms hung up in either of these 
sections, but added money b always the ideal 
oHer'ing and any change in that direction b (e 
be commended. 



Hie various other stakes that m^e up the 
Westchester Association list, to be closed No- 
\-ember 28, are aQ of the added money variety, 
and there b no better evidence of the pros- 
perity of the sport at the big Nassau County 
course. The only excuse for a guaranteed 
stake b the poverty of the association that 
offers the race — or penuriousness — and they 
will never be welcome offerings to breeders and 



horsemen. Guarantees of $30,000 or $40,000 
sound well, but they do not mean much. Sel- 
dom indeed has a guaranteed stake in the past 
half dozen years cost an association as much 
as an overnight purse. The horsemen have 
been carrying the load, and $50,000 added b 
an infinitely more liberal prize than $40,000 
guaranteed. 

Guaranteed stakes are becomii^ fewer each 
season in New York, and it b possSile that all 
of the 1924 stake raoes that are yet to be 
cksed win be added money raUier than guar- 
anteed moikcy prizes. Racing has come back 
to a prosperity that should forever banbh 
guaranteed money in New York, just as it b 
barred in both Kentucky and Maryland. 



The imported jumpers that were brought 
ovn- by the subscription plan have been dis- 
tributed among the subscribers. All that re- 
mains b to make these same horses ready for 
the steeplechases that may be offered next year. 

The foreign-bred horses that have raced thb 
year have been of a quality to thoroughly 
satisfy, and it b expected that many more 
good ones will be found in the subscription 
shipment. 

The entire fund was not used in the pur- 
chase of these horses and the surplus, which 
amounts to a considerable sum, will be used 
to offer races exclusively for the subscription 
horses. There are enough of them to furnish 
no end of sport, and it b probable that the 
cross-country racing will be tetter in 1924 than 
it ever has been before in thb country. 
♦

George Lambton Tells of Horses 
Which Raced Tears Ago.

Rock Sand aad Ard Patrick in Tkcir Giory — 

Chariie Beatty's Temper as Bad as 
That of His Horse. 

The Hon. George Lambton, one of the 
most prominent horsemen in England, has 
probably been associated with as many great 
trainers and horses during his long career 
as any man in the British Isles. In the fol- 
lowing account, published in the London 
Weekly Dispatch, he writes of several pic- 
turesque men and horses that were promi- 
nent twenty years ago; 

“There were some good three-year-olds 
running in 1904 and none of them better 
than the beautiful Quintessence, which be- 
longed to the late Ix>rd Falmouth. I wish 
we could see those famous old colors back 
on the turf again. I have said that Rock 
Sand was always lame, or appeared to be 
so, in his .slow paces, but he was a park 
hack when compared to Quintessence. It 
is a curious thing that the two best three- 
ycar-olds of either sex should have been af- 
flicted in the same way. Quintessence was 
the dam of that good horse. Paragon, which, 
I am sure, was a great loss to this country* 
He was sold to go abroad. 

GREAT THREE-YEAR-OLDS. 

"But good as these two were, the three- 
year-olds of the year before had been of 
even a superior vintage. I remember going 
to Sandown for the Eclipse Stakes of 1903 
with the intention of having a dash on Rock 
Sand against Ard Patrick and Sceptre. But 
when I saw these three champions w.alking 
around the ring, much as I loved Rock Sand 
and often as I had won money on him. I 
had to give him third place. A beautifully- 
made horse, and not by any means a small 
one, yet the other two were a pair of giants, 
both in performances and stature, and the 
old saying that a good big one will beat a 
good little one was borne irresistibly into 
my mind. 

“Martin rode Rock Sand, as Maher was 
111. and I think perhaps he ran just a little 
below his best form, but whenever he met 
Sceptre she beat him. About the best thing 
In racing is when two good horses single 
themselves out from the rest of the field and 
have a long-drawn-out struggle. So it was 
In this Eclipse Stakes, for when w’ell in the 
straight it was apparent that the two four- 
year-olds had Rock Sand beaten. Half way 
up Sceptre looked the winner, as she had 
drawn slightly ahead, but Madden was a 
jockey who knew exactly where the winning 
post was, and he nursed Ard Patrick beau- 
tifully for that last hundred yards, with the 
result that the horse just outran the mare 
and won by a neck. Hardy, who rode Sceptre, 
was quite a capable jockey, and rode a good 
race, but Madden rode the best race of his 
life, which is saying much, for he was a 
fine jockey, especialiy over a long course. 
In spite of the result of this race I believe 
Sceptre was the better of the two, for she 
was more distressed afterwards than Ard 
Patrick, and blew more than one of Alec 
Taylor’s horses usually do, however long 
and severe the race. The mare had not been 
long in his care, and if he had known as 
much about her as he did later on she would 
probably have been the winner. 

BOCK SAND MEETS SCEPTRE. 

“Rock Sand met Sceptre twice afterward, 
in the Jockey Club Stakes at Newmarket and 
the Coronation Cup at Epsom, and each time 
with the same result, though in the Corona- 
tion Cup they were both beaten by another 
of the grand big horses of that period — 
ZinfandeL 

“.tVs a two-year-old he had been too big 
to arrive at his proper form, and I don’t 
know how good he might have been if his 
lines had been cast in luckier placea Owing 
to the death of his owner. Colonel McCal- 
mont, all his engagements were void, so 
Major Charles Beatty, who trained him for 
Lord Howard de Walden, had to look for 
other fields than weight-for-age races in 
which to make his name. 

“Zinfandel was a magnificent grreat chest- 
nut horse, and it required some pluck and 
confidence to produce him for the first time 
as a three -year-old in the Manchester Sum- 
mer Cup with a ninety-six pound boy on 
him. The major, who was a highly-strung 
man himself, was doubtful as to the wisdom 
of the policy, as Zinfandel was a bit of a 
handful, and I remember meeting him and his 
horse one morning, both in a state of vioient 
temper, which did not look too promising. 

POPULAR MAJOR BEATTY. 

“But the venture came off all right, greatly 
to the delight of Newmarket, for the whole 
town was on him. Major Beatty was a great 
favorite with everyone, although at times he 
would let fly all around in great style. I 
remember the special commissioner of the 
‘Sportsman,’ Mr. Allison, writing something 
quite descriptive of Charlie Beatty when 
the latter fairly got going. 'Allison was de- 
scribing how he watched some work at New- 
market on a morning when there was a biting 
northe.ost wind which blew right through 
him. He declared he never got warm until 
he accidentally got mixed up with Major 
Beatty and his string. No better or finer 
fellow ever stepped than Charlie Beatty. 
Wliatever he did he did well, and he left his 
horses to go out with the yeomanry in the 
South African war. He greatly distinguish- 
ed himself there, and became A. D. C. to 
General Alderson, who was in command of 
the light cavalry. I think he liked the life 
of a soldier better than that of a trainer. 
There are too many petty worries in the 
latter profession to suit a man of his tem- 
perament I 

“Vken he came back from South Africa 
he started to train again, but only because 
his great friend, Harry McCalmont, said he 
would give up racing unless he did so. Un- 
fortunately for Charlie, Harry McCalmont 
died the following year, and I don’t thiivk 
his heart was ever in the game again, al-i 
though he always did his work conscien- 
tiously and welL"

To Ballot, the Castleton-bred son of Voter 
— Cerito, belongs the distinction of sending 
the largest number of winning two-year-olds 
Into the racing of 1923 up to the first of 
November. Ballot was a smashing race 
horse himself, one of the great collection of 
stars that carried the silks of the late James 
R. Keene, and was raced with marked suc- 
cess both in this country and Ehigland. Al- 
though Ballot has not sired as good a race 
horse as he was himself, his sons and daugh- 
ters are of the sturdy, dependable type, and 
have kept their daddy’s name prominent 
among our successful American stallions. 
Ballot has fourteen winning two-year-olds to 
his credit this year, with Diogenes, the Hope- 
ful Stakes victor, the leader in respect to 
money won. C?hilhowee, Mr. Mutt, Fabian 
and Stanwix are other young Ballots that 
raced with distinction this year. Altogether 
the fourteen winning Ballot two-year-olds 
have earned $86,616. 

Back in 1908 John E. Madden introduced to 
the American racing public a two-year-old 
colt by Ogden — Lady Sterling, named Sir 
Martin, that proved to be the champion of 
the year and of so much promise that Louis 
Winans, an American living in England, 
purchased him in hopes of winning the Ep- 
som Derby. How the American colt stum- 
bled and fell at Tattenham Corner when it 
looked like certain victory in that world 
famous race is now a matter of turf his- 
history. Sir Martin is now back at Hamburg 
Place, where he was bred, and with more 
favorable opportunities should prove a big 
success in the stud. He has twelve winning 
two-year-olds in this year’s racing and one 
of them is the acknowledged queen of the 
juveniles, the sparkling filly Happy Tho ughts . 

Wrack, the imported stallion, which ha.' 
firmly established himself as a successful 
stock horse, also has twelve winning two- 
year-old representatives, none of which has 
as yet shown more than ordinary ability. 

Sun Briar, the champion two-year-old of 
1917, and one of the extremely fast racers of 
recent years, did not take long to show his 
quality as a producer of high-class race 
horses. Certain it is^ judging from the fine 
band of two-year-olds that represented him 
In the racing of 1923, Sun Briar will be a 
pronounced success in the stud. Of the eleven 
winning juv’eniles to the credit of Sun Briar 
Sunayr, Sun Pal and Sunspero were the larg- 
est money winners, but all are quite prom- 
ising and should make their marks next year 
as three-year-olds. 

Sires with ten winners each included 
Black Toney, Polymelian and Whisk Broom 
II., the first-mentioned being represented by 
such smashers as Black Gold, Sue Donovan, 
Befuddle, Cherokee Lee and Beau Butler. 

Colonel Vennie, Huon II., Spanish Prince 
II., Ultimus and Vulcain are the sires with 
nine winners each to their credit. Then come 
Dick Finnell, Fair Play, Light Brigade, 
Marathon, Peter (Quince, Seth and Transvaal, 
each with eight winners. 

Among the sires with six winners each 
is High Time, the chestnut son of Ultimus — 
Noonday, by Domino, that gave to the racing 
of 1923 the sensational and unbeaten Sara- 
sen. High Time is one of our youngest stal- 
lions and, judging him from the standpoint 
of Sarazen and Time Exposure, another 
promising youngster, should be a greater suc- 
cess in the stud than his daddy, the dead 
Ultimus.

Nuckols is one of the youngest of the present 
day racing officials and his work has been 
favorably commented upon at every track 
at which he held forth. Shelley held the 
pcsition of racing secretary on the Kentucky 
circuit for years, and his presence at Ha- 
vana is certain to draw a large number of 
horses there as he has a big following among 
the horsemen, especially in this section. 

In selecting its officials, the Cuba-American 
Jockey and Auto Club invaded all parts in 
an effort to get the best available. James 
McLaughlin, who will serve in the stand 
with Nuckols and Lansdale, and C. Cornehl- 
son, presiding judge, are from the New York 
racing circuit, while James F. Milton, starter 
and assistant general manager, sends the 
fields away in Maryland. S. S. Bender, 
assistant racing secretary and clerk of the 
scales, has been holding forth all summer on 
the minor circuits in Ohio, Pennsylvania and 
West Virginia, and he has built them up to 
a high level through his hard work. 

Marshall brothers — Louis and George — of 
Prince K. fame, plan to race in Cuba during 
the coming winter. They will not have 
Prince K. to take there as he was claimed 
from them recently, but they expect to have 
a formidable stable. A few additiona will 
bo made to it before shipping time.

Most of 
them are well-bred and they should cut quite 
a figure in the racing on the island after 
January 1. 

Theodore E. Mueller, one of this city’s 
foremost business and civic leaders, will 
again send his band to Oriental Park in 
charge of trainer James H. Moody. Jockey 
August Yerrat will accompany this outfit. 

As has been the custom at Oriental Park 
in previous years, six races will lie offered 
daily with the exception of Saturdays and 
Sundays, when seven will comprise the pro- 
gram. The daily feature races will be worth 
from $900 to $5,000 as the occasion permits. 
No racing will be conducted upon Mondays, 
except during the holiday season. 

The program book of the meeting for the 
first nine days, which is now in the hands of 
the horsemen, found instant favor. All 
classes of horses are taken care of in it and 
the owners of two-year-olds will find es- 
pecial cause for satisfaction as the juveniles 
are unusually well looked after. 

On the opening day the Thanksgiving 
Handicap will be the stellar attraction. It 
is fashioned for three-year-olds and upward, 
over the distance of one mile and fifty yards. 
Entries for it are due on Tuesday, November 
27, while weights and acceptances are in 
order the following day.
